*100,000 EXTRA 
FOR 3 ROOMS 


Chairman Robert Michelson of the Permanent 
Building Committee protested that the compari- 


son was unfair, but the members of the Baldwin 
Civic Association and others who were present 
in the High School, Tuesday night, got the im- 
Pression that the town would by paying $100,000 
for the additional three rooms in the proposed 
Woburn Street School, compared to the cost of 
construction for the "round' schools. 

Walter L. Hale Jr., former Chairman of the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals was the man who 
asked the question of Michelson, after listen- 
ing to his breakdown of costs, towards the last 
of a session that lasted nearly two hours. 

Hale said that with the $200,000 reimburse- 
ment from the state, on the building of a round 


school, 


plus the $100,000 extra being spent, 


plus $100,000 more could build two round school 


type buildings, of 24 rooms, 


instead of the 15 


that Michelson's committee is proposing. 


Michelson, who made a fine 
appearance, finally summed up the 
costs of the Glen Road School 
(construction) as $315,092.65, the 
cost of the Boutwell Street School 
as $340,074.49, and the proposed 
construction cost of the Woburn 
Street School as $439,665,00, 

The figures for the Glen Road 
and Boutwell Schools include the 
costs of the leaching field, while 
that of the new school did not, 
This would make another $25,000 
differential in favor of the round 
Schools, 

It was at this time towards the 
end of the meeting, that Hale asked 
his question, citing that a 15 room 
School was going to cost $100,000 
more in construction costs than a 

12 room school.

In comparing total costs, in- 
cluding site development, etc., 
Michelson said that the Glen Road 
School (not counting the fee of the 
previous architect) cost $406,000 
and the Boutwell School cost $416, 
000, with some work still tobe done 
later, 


The new school, as the Per- 
manent Building Committee pro- 
poses it, would have two stories, 
15 rooms of 750 square feet each 
plus other usual facilities, suchas 
offices, stcrerooms, etc. 

The total area, both floors will 
be 27,118 square feet, Michelson

WORTHY OF COMMENT 


. the Wilmington Community Fund's annual re- 
port, by its Treasurer, is published in this 
week's issue of the paper. 

Readers would do well to study it. They will 
notice that there are no salaries, no commis- 
sions, nor other expenses of solicitation for 
funds. 

The Wilmington Community Fund is probably 
among the lowest, in percentile figures,for the 
cost of solicitation, in this Commonwealth, if 
not in the nation. 


THE PUZZLING $30,000 


John Brooks is one up on this Paper. For the 
past several weeks, in both the Selectmen's 
meetings, and also on occasion in Planning 
Board meetings he has said that the town is sa- 
ving $30,000 because of the arrangements being 
currently made about the proposed pedway for 
the proposed Woburn Street School. 

The proposed pedway crosses land that has 
been before the Planning Board on several oc- 
casions, as a would-be real estate development. 

The developers always failed to get to first 
base, which in effect makes the value of the 
land very little. Some of it is swampy, some of 
it rocky. It is almost inaccessible. The whole 
tract couldn't by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion be worth $10,000, let alone $30,000. 

The town is to acquire a piece of land that 
is 50 feet wide and 250 feet long, which leads 
to the present end of Marcia Road, a total of 
about 1250 square feet. If it were to be ex- 
tended through the worthless swamp to Linda 
Road it might possibly be three times that size 
say, possibly 4,000 square feet, or less than 
1/10th of an acre. 

Somehow in the process the town has saved 
$30,000 - but how? 

Perhaps Mr Brooks has heard of the prelimi- 
nary estimate made by the PBC architect, for 
the construction cost of the pedway, an esti- 
mate that has been shown to be sadly out of 
proportion by Erwin Hanke, the only Registered 
Professional Engineer ever to serve on the PBC. 

The architect estimated the cost of con- 
struction for the pedway at $30,000. Is that 
the figure Brooks is using?

It might cost the town an extra $1000 or 
$1500 to put the wells a little further away 
from the railroad, but the town would save for 
itself a fine $35,000 ballpark and playground. 


A MATTER OF FLOOR WAX 


Floorwax is the stuff that is put on nice 
shiny floors to make them slippery.’ Housewives 
like to use it, when their husbands have the 
time, on Saturday afternoons, which,otherwise 
might be foolishly spent in such occupations as 
fishing. 

The subject of floorwax has come up a couple 
of times recently, in connection with the new 
TM. It seems that on the night he met the Per- 
manent Building Committee he was introduced as 
the man who had "just signéd an order for 850C@ 
in floorwax, not for a year for the schools,: 
but just for a short time". 

Tuesday night at the Baldwon Discussion on 
the Woburn Street School the discussion came up 
again - in other words some weight seems to be 
put behind the floorwax, with a possible infer- 
ence being that the new Woburn Street School 
is going to do something about reducing the 
cost of wax. 

Floors in public buildings which are made of 
terrazzo never need to be waxed. If all the 
floors of the new school were to be of terrazzo 
there would be no need for wax in that building 

In the last three schools terrazzo was used 
to the extent that the money allowed.: In: no 
other public building in Wilmington is there a 
terrazzo floor. 

The big user of wax, in the public schools, 
is the High School, which has asphalt tiled 
floors throughout. 

And all the classrooms of the Wotarn Street 
School, as things are now planned, are to be of 
asphalt tile.- 

In other words the wax bill should be even 
larger,: when the new school has been completed.
